Attorney Isaac Mayer for Weaver. 
Thus has ended the quarrel between 
Banker Barber of Polo and tbe hotel 
manager he has accused of being too 
fat properly to attend to business. 
Barber claims to have over $300,000 in­ 
vested in tbe Stratford property and 
asserts Weaver had nothing but his 
experience as a restaurateur to rec­ 
ommend him when they began busi­ 
ness together two years ago. 
Both Barber and Weaver are de­ 
clared to blame for not discovering 
sooner that Albert G. Cooper, the 
alleged bookkeeper, 
had embezzled 
over $o0,C00 of the hotel funds in 
eighteen months. 
Tbe decision in Barber s favor was 
on the merits of the contracts by 
which he and Weaver were bound 
together in business.

“ On her return she sat down by the 
stove alongside of me and complained 
that everything seemed to be so cold 
about the house. 
A ll at once she 
leaned over and would have fallen 
from the chair had I not caught her. 
She said she had taken some aconite 
to warm her up and wondered if it 
was the drug which seemed to make 
everything so black and cold about 
her. 
I advised her to lie down and 
she had barely reached the bed when 
8ge began to vomit. 
W e immediately 
sent for doctors but On a soon became 
unconscious and when they arrived 
taeysaid she was dead.”

Sterling Standard:—This was the 
y ear when W ashington died. 
In an 
old garret W. W. Davis has u nearthed 
a dingy 
ledger tha t looks ragged 
enou gh to have b een in a tomb of one 
of tb e early Pharoahs. The paper is 
stou t b u t stained all sorts of yellow 
and b rown throu gh the damp and 
du st of its hu ndred years. On the 
right side, instead of present Cr. the 
Latin term , Contra, is u sed. 
Many of the names in the accou nts 
are strange here, others are familiar, 
’"'he b u siness was done in Lancaster 
cou nty in tha t section from which 
some of ou r Sterling people emigrated.

James 
Galt, Isaac Diller, George
